tempting to force their ideas—has 
come at last. Congress stands today 
dix-ided as it never has been before on 
the issue of whether a man's home is 
protected by the constitution of the 
United States against search without 
a legal warrant. 


Those who have been standing on 


the side-lines and 
predicting 
that 


sooner or later public sentiment would 
react against the extreme 
prohibi- 


tionists are saying that the inevitable 
has happened. For the first time in 
years members of congress who have 
voted "dry" every time the Anti-Sa- 
loon league puts its approval or dis- 
approval on a liquor measure now 
are standing with the liberal element 
as against tho 
Anti-Saloon 
league 


proposals. 


Up to now there has been no refuge 


for the man in congress who felt that 
the prohibitions were going too far. 
He has had to vote dry or be branded 
a "wet." But the search and seizure 
controversy has chdnged the whole 
character of the controversy. 
The 


question now is not whether 
liquor 


shall be manufactured and sold. The 
federal constitution prohibits that and 
gives congress the right to fix the 
amount, of alcohol in beverages. 
But 


the reaction is against the severity 
of the 'Volstead act which dealt with 
the enforcement of the constitution. 


Shall a man's own home, his auto- 


mobile, his suitcase, his hotel room bo 
se.irched without a warrant? Shall a 
warrant be issued 
unless 
there is 


sworn proof that the individual is ac- 
tually engaged in the sale of liquor? 
If the Stanley amendment, which was 
passed unanimously by the senate 
goes through finally prohibition offic- 
ers will have to present proof before 
they can get a warrant from a judge. 
The prohibition advocates say this 
will dampen the enthusiasm of 
en- 


forcement officers and give bootlegers 
a freehand. 


The othor side insists that the con- 


stitution protects a citizen against 
search without warrant a.nd that one 
part of tho constitution is just as sac- 
red .as another.

Henry Ford's dc.sire to lov\er rates and 


raise waces on his railroad has brought 
from several railroad executives the ex- 
planation lhat the Ford road is unique. 
It is owned by us principal customer, 
hence it is put to little expense to get busi- 
ness. 
But it appears from a survey of 


the road's business and condition., after 
its first six mouths of operation, that oth- 
er reforms, not so easily- explained, have 
been brought about. 
The running time 


between Bambndse. Ohio and Detroit, a 
distance of 280 miles, has been reduced 
by two hours. Ford's trams now make 
it in ten hours with twenty-eight sched- 
uled stops. The road is short of passen- 
ger cars, but the lour steel private cars for- 
merly reserved for officials are being re- 
built to meet the demand. 


Employes of the road have eonnnned the 


report that Ford found enough material 
and scrap iron along the road to pay for 
it. 
The old record for handling freight 


cars in the road's yard was "2nd cars a day. 
but Ford now handles 1200 cars a day. 
The road's wages are hjgher than any rail- 
road union asks, but the employes work 
hard and are satisfied. 
Apparently they 


take some pride in their share of the credit 
for turning a regular d^n^it into an oper- 
ating profit of JofiO.OOn for the first six 
months of the road's existence under new 
nianage.n<fnt. 


It is such items as the tour private cars 


and the waited material along the road 
which go far toward explaining the road's 
Sue-res'; under competent 
management. 


Ford has cut much of the red tape which 
restricts the average railroad executive, 
so that he has practically no freedom of 
choice in adopting economies that will in- 
crease the bnsinesh efficiency of his plant. 
Tne importance of Ford's achievement is 
largely in th13 way he ha? overthrown rail- 
road traditions -and reduced hi« problem 
to one of transporting people and property 
from one point to another without undue 
risk or delay. The out^om» of the next six 
months of Ford's experiment will be await- 
ed with interest, ^specially if in the mean- 
time the union? and the government take 
a hand.

"broke" and with any chance of a 
legitimate claim on the government 
which has not been settled, the post 
puts him up in a dormitory for the 
time being, and gives him meals, and 
sometimes even a dollar for cigar- 
ettes to keep him contented. Then 
his case is brought to the attention of 
the proper official, and he is sent off 
—settled—in as few days as possible. 


If obviously he has no claim—and 


Com. Franklin is an experienced judge 
—he is assisted to leave the city at 
once, so that he can get home or find 
work for himself elsewhere. 


Merely to take care of each man, 


some of whom stay only a few hours 
in the city, costs the post five dol- 
lars. To raise a fund for this pur- 
pose a moving picture show was giv- 
en, and a week or so ago a circus. 
Both together netted the post $2,500, 
an altogether insufficient sum when so 
many demands are being made on it 
constantly. 


Varied Problems Presented 


The variety of problems which the

reau when his wife fell ill. They 
were stranded with no funds for hcs- j 
pital or doctors.

learned of the case, and had the wife 
sent to a hospital and the pest surgeon 
attend her untirshe was well enough 
to return to New York. 


A different type of assistance was 


given by the post in another instanct 
when a veteran, a stranger in this 
city, committed suicide. His mind had 
been affected by some injury in the 
war. and he had been very much do- 
pressed. Nothing was ever known of 
him. save his name. Charles Ammon, 
of Rhode Island, and his service rec- 
ord. Police throughout the country- 
tried to find his relatives but with no 
success. Costello Post heard that his 
body was lying unclaimed at the mor- 
gue, and took charge of it, paying to 
have him buried at Arlington with full 
military honors. The government has 
i 


no fund for burying ex-soldiers at 
Arlington, and in the circumstances 
the man would have been sent to 
the potter's field. For the future, the ' 
morgue was instructed that if the re 
mains of any other ex-soldier was left 
there unclaimed, the post was to be 
notified.
